In compliance with the requisition of the Statute, the Su- 
perintending School Committee of this town for the 
year now ending, present the following 


REPORT. 


Dist. No. 1. John Winn, Prudential Commit- 
tee. Philena A. Wason taught the summer term. 
Miss Wason is a young lady of good acquirements, 
and acquitted herself very well. At the closing 
examination there was good order, and the scholars 
gave evidence of close application to their studies. 
Algebra, Philosophy, Composition and Penciling 
were the extra branches taught during the term. 

Lhe Winter term was taught by Miss Mary A. 
Hardy. Miss Hardy is too well known as a teach- 
er to need comment. . 

She fully sustained her reputation in her connec- 
tion with this school. Her pupils gave evidence 
of having been under the influence of faithful and 
energetic teaching, and wholesome discipline. 

In their recitations they were prompt and thor- 
ough, and their compositions were excellent. ‘The 
teacher reports seventeen members of the school 
as not communicating either by writing or whis- 
pering during the term. | 

In this district the teacherhas the hearty co-op- — 
eration of the parents, which in no small degree © 
contributes to the general usefulness and harmony 
of the school.

~The same high branches were taught as in the 
Summer school with the addition of crayon draw- 
Ing. 

Dist. No. 2. Isaac Colburn, Prudential Com- 
mittee. The Summer. term was taught by Miss 
Mary E. Colburn. Miss Colburn entered on the 
discharge of her duties with an evident desire to 
improve the pupils entrusted to her care to the ut- 
most of her ability, and seemed to carry the same 
resolution through the term. At the close her 
school appeared well. We noticed more particu- 
larly aclassin Colburn’s Arithmetic, and one in read- 
ing, we seldom find better readers of their age. 

The Winter term was taught by Mr. Isaac D. 
Celburn. Of Mr Colburn as a teacher, we need not 
say one word in praise. His high reputation is too 

‘well known in this vicinity, for us'to attempt to add 
anything to it. With such a teacher if the schol- 
ars do not improve, it is their own fault. His school 
apppeared well with the exception of a want of at- 
tention to their studies by a few of the larger schol- 
ars, some of whom absented themselves at the final 
examination, probably from a consciousness of not 
having improved their time. Philosophy and Al- 
eebra were taught during the Winter term. 

Dist. No. 3.. Mr. Daniel T. Gage, Prudential 
Committee. The Summer term was taught by 
Miss Sarah L. Marsh. This is-the second term Miss 
Marsh has taught this school, and has given we be- 
lieve, perfect satisfaction to her employers. Her 
school appeared remarkably well. “We were much 
pleased with the good order and promptness with 
which the lessons were recited. 


The Winter term was under the care of Mr. 
Reuben E. Griffin, of Pelham. Myr. Griffinis a young 
man of superior qualifications, but he failed to se- 
cure good order, and in consequence, his school 
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was not as profitable as we should desire, still some 
of his pupils made commendable progress. Alge- 
bra, Book-keeping, Philosophy and Physiology were 
the extra branches. 

Dist. No.4. Warren Blodgett, Prudential Com- 
mittee. ‘The Summer term was taught by Miss Di- 
antha T. Heath, of Nashua. Miss Heath is a‘ 
teacher of some experience, and she discharged her 
duties faithfully, and we believe to the general sat- 
isfaction of all parties. ‘The school appeared very 
well, and most of the scholars made good progress. 

The Winter term was taught by Mr. George W. 
Hildreth, of Dracut, Mass. ‘The school was first 
interrupted by the illness of the teacher, then the 
burning of the school house, the removing of the 
school to aremote part of the district; this, with 
a want of the co-operation of parents, and a 
want of experience on the part of the teacher, ren- 
dered the school of little or no profit. 

Dist. No.5, Mr. D. B. Smith, Prudential Com- 
mittee. The Summer term was taught by Miss 
Amelia Cutter, of Pelham. Miss Cutter commen- 
ced her school with very fair prospects, but did not 
succeed in sustaining as much interest as we like 
to see, still the scholars made fair, and some of 
them very good progress. ‘The Winter term was 
taught by Mr. George H. Burns. The school ap- 
peared well at the commencement, with every pros- 
pect of a good school, but not being informed of 
the time of closing, we cannot report the progress 
made. | 


Dist. No. 6. Mr. John Pierce, Prudential Com- 
mittee. This school kas been quite prosperous 
-both in Summer and Winter, and we see nothing 
to prevent this from standing high among our com- 
mon schools. We certainly may expect a good 
school in so good.a house. ‘The Summer term was 
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taught by Miss Eliza B. Eaton, of Nashua, and the 
Winter term by Mr. Morrison, of London- 
derry, who labored hard for the benefit of their 
school. Philosophy, and Astronomy, extra bran- 
ches. 


Dist. No. 7. Simeon F. Robinson, Prudential 
Committee. This school was taught both Summer 
and Winter by Miss Agnes L. Park, of Windham. 
Miss Park is well known as a faithful and success- 
ful teacher, and under her tuition this school, al- 
though rather backward, made good progress. We 
noticed the penmanship as being very good, and 
- the Writing Books being very neatly kept. 


Dist. No.8. Alvan Smith, Prudential Commit- 
tee. ‘Thisisaverysmall school, yetitis bynomeans | 
destitute of interest. ‘The scholars seem to feel a 
deep interest in their studies, and manifest a thor- 
oughness seldom found in scholars of their age and 
advantages. This school has been taught both 
Summer and Winter by Miss Anna E. Greeley, 
who is a faithful and energetic teacher. 


Dist. No. 9. Mr. Alden Jones, Prudential Com- 
mittee. The Summer term was taught by Miss 
Anna M. Chase. Miss Chase is a faithful and per- 
severing teacher, and her school appeared very 
well, although the scholars were young and back- 
ward, ‘The Winter term was taught by Mr. Hen- 
ry B. Copp, of Nashua, who notwithstanding it be- 
ing his first attempt at teaching, succeeded in re- 
ducing his school to good order, and interesting 
them in their studies. ‘The school made commen- 
dable progress for so short a term. 


Dist. No. 10. James M. Greeley, Prudential 
Committee. Summer teacher, Miss Harriet A. 
Marsh. Miss Marsh seemed to enter upon her task 
with energy and perseverance, and we were satis- 


i 
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fied at the close that neither teacher or psi had 
been idle. 


The Winter term was taught by Mr. J. L. ship: 
ley, of Londonderry. Mr. Shipley is an excellent 
teacher, and his scholars seemed to have studied 
principles instead of words. We believe all con- 
cerned were well pleased with the management and 
progress of the school. Algebra, Philosophy and 
Astronomy were the extra branches. ' 
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* The register of the winter term in this dist, i is so imperfect we cannot report cor- 
rectly. . 

It will be seen by the statistics that the town has 
expended $949,96 in supporting the several schools 
the present year, including the contributions.

In closing our report, we would suggest the util- 
ity of condensing our school districts, “if it can be 
done without any serious inconvenience to individ- 
ual interest. It is evident that a school of thirty 
or forty scholars will make better progress than 
one of eight or nine, and the cost of teaching the 
same. Hence, if we cowid have lcss districts and 
spend the same money we now spend, we should 
receive a far greater benefit from our schools than 
we do at present. 

Again, it is conceded by all educators, that in a 
school of twelve weeks, the four last weeks are 
“equal to the eight first, then if we could support 
less schools, and have twelve weeks instead of 7 
7-10, which is the average length of our Winter 
schools, we should obtain twice the amount of 
schooling for the same money. 

Then as the success of our common schools de- 
pends much on their cheapness, should we not take 
these things into consideration. 

Parents do not take that lively interest in all 
our schools that is desirable. Every parent who 
has children connected with the school, should vis- 
it them at least twice in the course of the term.—
